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Gentlemen, 

The  year  1906  has  been,  on  the  whole,  a  very  unfavourable  one  as  regards 
sickness  and  mortality  in  the  Ormesby  District.  The  birth-rate,  death-rate, 
infantile  death-rate,  and  the  death-rate  from  the  chief  zymotic  diseases  have  all  been 
abnormally  high. 

The  widespread  epidemic  of  Diarrhoea  in  the  late  summer  months  was 
responsible  for  much  of  the  mortality  ;  and  other  infectious  diseases,  notably  Scarlet 
Fever,  have  been  very  prevalent. 

During  the  year  317  deaths  were  registered,  62  were  imported  cases,  61 
occurring  in  the  North  Ormesby  Hospital.  The  number  due  to  the  District  is  265. 

As  the  building  of  new  houses  has  continued  at  a  more  rapid  rate  than  even 
the  last  two  years  a  new  estimate  of  the  population  has  been  made  on  this  basis. 
The  figure  arrived  at  was  12,000  at  the  middle  of  1906.  Five  persons  per  new 
house  was  allowed,  as  against  54  per  old  house  at  the  last  census,  the  lower  figure 
being  taken  on  the  supposition  that  there  would  be  less  tendency  to  overcrowdin' 
now  that  the  supply  equals  the  demand. 
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The  death-rate  calculated  on  this  population  is  22  per  thousand. 

71  deaths  from  the  chief  zymotic  diseases  were  registered  giving  a  mortality 
rate  of  5*9  per  thousand.  44  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  the  various  diarrhoeal 
diseases. 


The  births  numbered  494,  equal  to  a  birth-rate  of  41*1  per  thousand.  This 
number  consists  of  258  boys  and  236  girls,  and  includes  12  illegitimate  infants. 
This  is  the  highest  birth-rate  I  have  any  record  of  for  the  District. 

97  deaths  of  children  (belonging  to  the  District),  under  one  year  were 
registered,  resulting  in  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  19^6  per  cent  ,  calculated  on 
the  number  of  children  born  during  the  year.  Although  this  rate  is  very  high  it 
has  been  exceeded  on  four  different  occasions  during  the  last  10  years.

The  first  of  the  following  tables  is  one  giving  the  total  number  of  deaths 
and  rates  of  mortality  from  the  seven  chief  zymotic  diseases,  and  from  other  causes 
during  the  past  10  years.  6  deaths  resulted  from  Diphtheria,  44  from  Diarrhoea, 
1  from  Measles,  4  from  Scarlet  Fever,  3  from  Typhoid  Fever,  and  13  from 
Whooping  cough.

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GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  HOUSES,  ETC 


In  addition  to  the  inspections  made  in  connection  with  zymotic  diseases  and 
complaints,  certain  parts  of  the  district  especially  where  the  older  houses  exist, 
have  been  systematically  inspected.  The  number  of  Ashpits  have  not  been  much 
reduced  and  they  require  constant  supervision  so  as  to  keep  them  in  decent  order, 
both  structurally,  and  from  being  a  nuisance  through  the  neglect  of  the  tenants. 
Sanitary  defects  were  found  on  the  following  premises: — 28,  James  Street, 
8  Hymers  Street,  30  Queen  Street,  9  Queen  Street,  12  Alfred  Street,  72  Hymers 
Street,  37  Pennyman  Street,  48  Pennyman  Street,  40  Tees  Street,  42  Telford  Street 
and  33  Pennyman  Street. 

The  number  of  new  houses  erected,  or  in  course  of  erection  number  352  ; 
this  adds  considerably  more  work  to  the  Surveyor  and  Inspector,  and  as  the 
District  has  increased  so  much  in  population  this  last  3  or  4  years,  and  as  the  duties 
of  that  official  are  so  diverse  I  think  the  Council  should  soon  consider  the  advisability 
of  giving  to  him  further  assistance,  or  what  would  be  better  appoint  separate 
officers  for  these  two  posts. 

I  would  also  advise  the  Council  to  make  some  re-arrangement  as  regards 
scavengering.  Part  of  this  work  is  done  by  the  Council’s  staff,  and  part  by 
neighbouring  farmers  by  leading  the  refuse  away.  In  the  summer  months  when 
the  ashpits  and  pans  require  more  frequent  attention,  the  farmers  are  too  busy  with 
their  other  work  to  give  much  assistance.  If  additional  help  was  obtained  from 
local  contractors,  or  the  Council’s  staff  increased,  a  benefit  would  be  conferred  on 
the  District,  and  the  public  health  improved.

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I  he  notifications  received  during- the  year  1906  numbered  213  T  which  Scarlet 

Fever  accounted  tor  161.  During-  the  previous  two  years  there  were  80  and  71 

notifications.  The  majority  of  the  cases  were  isolated  at  home,  16  beino-  sent  into 
ospitals. 


In  previous  years  home  isolation  has  been  fairly  successful,  in  so  much  as  the 

number  notified  has  been  comparatively  few,  and  secondary  cases  in  the  same 
houses  uncommon. 


This  last  year,  however,  we  have  had  12  houses  with  2  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever;  10  houses  with  3  cases,  and  2  houses  with  5  cases.  Likewise  with 
Diphtheria,  in  2  houses  there  were  two  cases,  and  in  one  house  3  cases.  In  only 
one  house  has  there  been  two  cases  of  Enteric  Fever. 


Taking  all  the  notifications  received,  there  were  168  primary  cases,  and  45 
secondary  ones  in  28  of  the  houses,  thus  in  every  sixth  infected  house  direct 
infection  probably  resulted  with  the  other  residents. 


If  hospital  insolation  had  been  more  extensively  carried  out,  most  of  these  45 
cases  would  have  been  prevented  and  probably  many  of  the  primary  ones  as  well  ; 
but  as  regards  this  latter  statement  and  more  especially  with  respect  to  the  spread 
of  Scarlet  Fever,  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  chief  sources  of  infection  were 

the  mild  or  unrecognised  cases  which  were  never  notified,  or  notified  very  late  in 
the  course  of  the  illness. 


Four  deaths  resulted  from  161  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  but  most  of  the  cases 

were  very  slight,  some  of  them  causing  the  medical  attendants  difficulty  as  to  the 
diagnosis. 


Considering  that  there  were  a  number  of  cases  over  whom  we  had  no 

control,  and  that  many  attended  School,  it  was  decided  to  close  all  the  North 

Ormesby  Schools  on  December  7th  until  the  end  of  the  term.  The  Sunday  Schools 

were  asked  to  do  the  same  and  readily  consented.  In  the  four  weeks  following  the 

closure  only  7  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported,  5  of  them  being  in  infected 
houses. 


The  Report  advising  the  closure  of  the  Schools  is  as  follows  :  — 


CLOSING  OF  THE  NORTH  ORMESBY  ELEHENT ARY  SCHOOLS  FOR 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Gentlemen, 

Scarlet  Fever  of  a  mild  type  has  been  present  in  North  Ormesby  and  Cargo 
Fleet  during  the  whole  of  this  year.  There  were  29  cases  notified  in  January,  with 
a  sudden  fall  in  the  numbers  for  the  following  months  up  to  the  end  of  August,  the 
average  per  month  being  6  or  7  cases. 

Since  the  Schools  re-opened,  after  the  summer  holidays,  we  have  had  an 
increasing  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  patients,  20  being  notified  in  September,  23  of 
Scarlet  Fever  and  3  of  Diphtheria  in  October,  and  27  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  5  of 
Diphtheria  in  November.  The  great  majority  of  the  cases  are  School  Children,  the 
Infants’  Department  being  most  effected. 

The  Children  from  infected  houses  have  been  excluded  fi  om  School,  the 
latter  have  been  disinfected,  and  teachers  have  been  asked  to  keep  a  look  out  for 
suspicious  cases.  These  measures  have  not  been  successful  in  checking  the  spread 
of  the  infection,  I  therefore  advise  the  closing  of  the  North  Ormesby  Schools  until 
the  Christmas  holidays  for  the  following  additional  reasons  :  — 

1.  There  are  many  mild  and  unrecognised  cases  in  the  District,  most  of 
which  return  to  School  after  a  few  days  illness. 

With  our  limited  means  of  tracing  out  of  these  cases  we  have  found  10  Scarlet 
Fever  Cases  within  the  last  few  weeks,  5  at  Cargo  Fleet.  1  in  Thornton  Street, 
1  in  Rydale  Street,  and  3  in  Telford  Street.  None  of  these  were  medically 
attended  and  some  were  going  to  School. 

Many  of  the  notifications  are  received  when  the  patients  are  convalescent, 
through  the  doctor  being  called  in  to  see  a  second  case,  or  to  see  some  other 
patient,  or  being  unable  to  make  a  diagnosis  until  the  peeling  commences. 

These  notifications  have  lost  much  of  their  value  as  there  has  been  no  isol¬ 
ation  and  the  other  children  have  been  allowed  to  go  to  School  during  the  period 
of  greatest  infectivity. 

2.  The  School  attendance  has  been  materially  effected,  there  being  from  14% 
10  25  j  of  absentees,  probably  10  being  away  through  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria,  and  the  number  is  increasing. 

3.  Many  of  the  younger  patients  developed  Scarlet  Fever  a  few  days  after 
commencing  School  attendance,  and  moreover  as  they  are  usually  sent  home  ill 
by  the  teachers,  they  have  been  means  of  spreading  the  infection  for  a  part 
of  the  time  they  were  at  School. 

4.  If  the  Schools  were  closed  now  for  the  rest  of  the  session,  time  would  be 
given  for  a  thorough  cleansing  and  disinfection  before  the  re-opening  in  the  New 
Year.

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There  has  been  tor  some  years  past  considerable  difficulty  experienced  in 
dealing  with  certain  infectious  cases  arising  in  the  North  Ormesby  Hospital  and 
Orphanage. 

Parish  cases,  and  those  belonging  to  the  District,  can  be  removed  to  the 
Sanitorium  without  much  trouble,  as  for  the  remainder  no  Authority  seems  inclined 
to  be  responsible.  In  consequence  of  this  difficulty  I  communicated  with  the 
Council  ot  the  North  Ormesby  Hospital,  and  suggested  that  a  detached  Cottage 
which  they  have  within  their  grounds,  should  be  altered  and  fitted  up  as  a  Small 
Isolation  Hospital.  I  he  Council  consented  to  do  this. 

Enteric  Fever.  13  cases  were  notified,  and  3  proved  fatal  ;  1  1  of  the  cases 
occurred  in  the  last  6  months  of  the  year.  Two  were  imported  cases  in  the 
Hospital,  and  were  removed  to  the  Sanitorium.  With  one  exception  (an  imported 
case  from  Durham)  the  other  patients  lived  in  houses  which  have  been  built  many 
years,  with  ash-pits  attached  to  them. 

Erysipelas. — 6  cases  were  reported,  no  deaths. 

Diphtheria.— 6  fatal  cases  occurred  amongst  33  cases.  In  several  instances 
where  there  was  a  large  family,  Antitoxin  was  used  as  a  prophylaxis,  with  very 
beneficial  results.  Two  cases  were  isolated  in  the  North  Ormesby  Hospital,  and 
another  case,  an  imported  one  from  a  ship,  was  sent  to  the  Middlesbrough  Sani¬ 
torium.  ^  At  37  Pennyman  Street  (3  cases),  and  at  40  Tees  Street,  there  were 
bad  sanitary  defects  which  have  been  remedied. 

Scarlet  Fever. — The  epidemic  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever,  has  extended 
over  most  of  the  year,  reaching  a  maximum  at  the  beginning  of  December  when 
the  Schools  were  closed.  Children  of  all  ages  were  effected,  also  a  few  adults  ;  the 
most  cases  arising  in  children  from  2  to  9  years  of  age  ;  actually  the  greatest 
number  being  in  children  at  7  years  of  age,  with  25  cases. 

In  several  instances  we  had  2,  3,  and  4  cases  reported  at  the  same  time  in 
one  house,  the  patients  usually  appearing  in  different  stages  of  the  disease,  and  no 
isolation  having  been  carried  out  prior  to  the  date  of  the  notification. 

All  the  cases  were  visited  by  the  Inspector  and  myself,  sometimes  repeated 
visits  being  made,  and  the  houses  were  disinfected  at  the  end  of  the  illness. 

5  cases  occurred  at  7  Roseberry  Terrace,  and  the  same  number  at  2  South 
View,  both  houses  being  near  one  another  at  Cargo  Fleet.  About  the  time  the 
South  View  cases  were  notified  we  had  several  Scarlet  Fever  patients  in  that  district, 
most  of  whom  had  been  playing  with  children  from  4  Chester  Street,  Cargo  Fleet. 
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When  this  house  was  visited  1  found  a  boy  suffering'  from  Scarlet  Fever,  and  the 
mother  who  professed  to  be  ignorant  of  the  nature  of  the  disease,  told  me  that  the 
other  4  children  had  suffered  in  the  same  way,  but  were  now  at  School.  At  a 
subsequent  visit  1  found  them  also  peeling,  and  none  had  been  medically  attended. 

As  previously  mentioned  we  found  similar  uncertified  cases  in  North 
Ormesby,  all  of  which  had  been  allowed  to  spread  the  disease  in  a  wholesale 
manner. 

A  patient  was  brought  from  Skelton  to  the  North  Ormesby  Hospital  suffering 
from  Scarlet  Fever.  The  Hospital  Authorities  not  being  able  to  isolate  the  girl, 
she  was  sent  back  home  in  an  Ambulance.  In  2,  or  if  not  3  cases  in  North 
Ormesby,  the  infection  was  traced  to  this  case 

At  2  fish  shops  and  2  milk  shops  there  were  reported  cases  which  necessitated 
prompt  removal.  No  cases  could  be  traced  to  the  infection  being  carried  by  the 
milk. 

Other  patients  were  removed  to  the  Sanitorium  when  isolation  could  not  be 
obtained  at  home,  or  on  account  of  the  puerperal  condition  of  the  mother. 

Small  Pox  and  Puerperal  Fever.  —  No  notifications  were  received 
respecting*  either  of  these  diseases. 

Measles. — One  death  was  reported  from  complications  following  Measles. 

Whooping  Cough. — This  complaint  has  been  prevalent,  especially  during 
the  last  4  or  5  months  in  the  year;  and  13  deaths  have  been  caused  by  lung 
complications. 

Most  of  the  deaths  from  this  disease  are  due  to  the  pernicious  notion  that 
fresh  air  (in  the  streets)  is  the  best  cure,  and  one  seldom  finds  a  child  kept  warm 
indoors  before  bronchitis,  or  pneumonia  has  supervened.  It  is  almost  a  daily 
occurrence  to  find  children  with  Whooping  Cough  in  medical  men’s  surgeries,  or 
playing  in  the  streets,  however  severe  the  weather.  If  mothers  properly  nursed 
their  children  in  a  warm  room  from  the  commencement,  fatal  cases  of  Whooping 
Cough  would  be  very  uncommon. 

Diarrhcea. — An  epidemic  probably  unequalled  in  recent  years  visited  this 
District  and  the  surrounding  Districts  this  year.  44  deaths  occurred,  39  being  in 
infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

A  few  years  ago  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  Epidemic  Diarrhoea  was  not 
fully  recorded,  as  many  were  tabulated  under  other  names,  such  as  “  Enteritis.” 


i8 

hy  following  this  year’s  instructions,  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  I 
think  we  have  gone  to  the  other  extreme,  and  increased  our  Death  Returns  due  to 
Zymotic  Diarrhoea,  and,  as  a  sequence  the  Zymotic  Mortality,  with  cases  which 
have  a  greater  claim  to  be  placed  elsewhere.  For  instance  one  would  require  much 
convincing,  that  practically  all  deaths  from  gastric  disorders  in  infants  should  be 
placed  in  the  category  of  Zymotic  Diseases. 

The  epidemic  of  this  year  extended  during  August  and  September,  25  and  12 
deaths  being  recorded  respectively  in  these  months. 

Persons  of  all  ages  and  classes  were  effected  but  children  over  3  years  of  age 
and  adults  all  recovered,  owing  to  their  greater  resisting  power.  It  was  however 
more  prevalent  amongst  young  children  of  the  poorer  classes  than  others. 

P °r  about  10  days  we  had  excessive  rainfall  commencing  on  the  7th  of 

August,  followed  by  a  week  or  more  of  abnormally  high  temperature.  As  a  result 

ot  the  rain,  the  drinking  water  became  very  discoloured  with  peaty  and  other 

suspended  matter,  and  it  is  well  known  that  water  of  this  kind  will  cause  Diarrhoea 

in  susceptible  individuals.  At  this  time  the  inhabitants  were  warned  to  boil  the 
water. 


The  heat,  either  directly,  or  more  often  indirectly,  by  causing  the  decompos¬ 
ition  of  milk  and  other  food  stuffs  ;  by  increasing  the  effluvia  from  ashpits  and  pans 
has  been  the  most  potent  factor.  The  hot  weather  brought  out  quite  a  plague  of 
flies,  and  they  greatly  assist  in  the  contamination  of  food,  especially  when  the 
midden,  or  closet  is  only  a  tew  feet  away  from  the  pantry  and  kitchen.  For  this 

reason  removal  of  night  soil  should  be  done  at  more  frequent  intervals  during  the 
summer  months. 

Enquiries  were  made  at  many  of  the  houses  where  deaths  had  occurred  from 
gastro-intestinal  disorders,  and  as  one  would  expect  the  majority  of  the  children 
were  hand-fed,  cows  milk  diluted,  given  in  the  old  fashioned  tube  bottle  being  the 

commonest  mode  of  feeding.  A  number  of  fatal  cases  occurred  however,  in  infants 
who  had  had  nothing  but  their  mother’s  milk. 

_  Infants  nursed  by  their  mothers  suffer  to  a  much  less  extent  from  gastro¬ 
intestinal  disorders,  than  those  brought  up  on  bottles,  as  ordinary  milk  and  the 

recepticles  require  the  greatest  care  and  attention  to  keep  sweet  and  free  from 
contamination. 

Some  mothers  shirk  their  responsibilities,  to  the  detriment  of  their  offspring, 
by  not  giving  the  food  nature  has  provided  ;  but  there  seems  to  be  little  doubt  that 
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the  number  of  mothers,  especially  in  towns,  who  are  unable  to  nurse  their  babies  is 
year  by  year  increasing,  and  this  applies  to  a  greater  extent  in  well-to-do  circles. 
In  this  manner,  together  with  a  decreasing  fecundity,  and  an  increasing  difficulty  at 
parturition,  there  are  indications  that  our  modern  way  of  living  is  not  what  nature 
intended. 

Phthisis. — There  has  been  13  deaths  from  Consumption,  and  11  from  other 
tubercular  diseases.  Nov  that  the  recent  Commission  has  pronounced  in  favour  of 
the  transmission  of  bovine  tuberculosis  to  man,  the  process  of  freeing  our  dairies 
of  tubercular  cows  should  be  renewed  more  energetically,  and  until  that  is 
accomplished,  milk  especially  for  children,  should  be  boiled  to  free  it  from  infection. 

Pneumonia. — Continues  to  be  prevalent,  43  deaths  occurred,  20  being  in 
children  under  5  years  of  age.  The  severity  of  this  disease  in  this  district  appears 
to  be  due  to  several  causes  : — the  low-lying  and  damp  soil  ;  rapid  changes  in  the 
temperature  and  winds,  caused  in  part  by  the  ironworks  ;  smokey  atmosphere  and 
impure  air. 

The  Infantile  Mortality.—  Of  19  6  per  cent,  of  the  births  is  considerably  in 
excess  of  last  year,  due  to  the  prevalence  of  Diarrhoea.  A  table  is  given  earlier  in 
this  Report  giving  the  ages,  and  diseases,  from  which  infants  have  died. 

•  SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

These  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  found  in  a  cleanly  condition.  Any 
repairing  needed  has  been  readily  carried  out. 

We  have  had  no  further  complaints  regarding  the  slaughtering  in  the  back 
of  Bargate  Street. 

Mr.  Walker’s  pork  butchering  business  appears  to  be  carried  on  under  better 
conditions  ;  but  I  should  like  to  see  the  machines  removed  from  the  basement  to 
where  the  light  is  better.  The  tenant  says  that  no  other  part  of  the  building  will 
stand  the  vibration  of  the  gas  engine. 

MILK  SELLERS. 

There  are  now  no  less  than  48  premises  from  which  milk  is  sold,  some  of 
them  only  dealing  with  one  or  two  gallons  a  day.  At  a  recent  inspection  I  found 
them  all  satisfactory,  as  to  cleanliness,  but  considering  that  the  premises  vary  from 
dwelling-houses  to  small  fruit  and  provision  businesses,  the  ventilation  and  general 
suitability  are  far  from  the  ideal.  In  one  case  there  was  definite  infringement  of 
the  by-laws. 
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There  were  2  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  reported  in  connection  with  these 
premises,  and  as  I  have  reported  before,  it  is  chiefly  for  this  reason  that  I  regret 
the  increasing  number  of  those  dealing  in  this  commodity.  What  we  require  are  a 
few  properly  constructed  dairies,  and  the  business  carried  on  independently  of  other 
miscellaneous  trades. 


INSPECTION  OF  FARMS. 

Long  Bank,  The  Grange,  Whitehouse,  Berwick  Hill,  and  Keld  House  Farms 
have  good  buildings,  are  in  good  order  and  well  kept. 

Hambleton  Hill  Farm  requires  spouting  to  keep  the  fold  yard  dry.  Some 
general  repairing  has  been  done  during  the  year,  and  new  buildings  added  for  the 
accommodation  of  calves,  etc.  These  new  buildings  are  very  low,  with  insufficient 
fall  in  the  roof,  and  the  ventilation  is  poor 

Mr.  Stainthorpe’s  Dairy. — As  reported  last  year  these  buildings  are  now 
in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Mr.  Listers  Premises  are  old  and  premitive,  and  nothing  less  than 
rebuilding  would  make  them  suitable  for  the  purpose  to  which  they  are  required. 

Spencer  Beck  Farm.— The  long  promised  alterations  to  this  Farm  are  a 
long  time  in  maturing.  The  buildings  have  good  floors,  but  many  of  them  require 

pulling  down.  The  walls  of  the  building  where  labourers  used  to  sleep  are  bulging, 
and  certainly  not  safe. 

Boitoms  b  arm.  No  milk  is  sold  from  this  Farm.  Some  of  the  buildings  are 
old  and  delapidated,  and  the  covered  told  yard  is  a  quagmire  in  consequence  of  this 
and  the  lack  of  spoutings. 

Mr.  Ansell  s  Farm.  A  new  supply  of  water  is  the  only  improvement  to 
tecord.  Manure  is  allowed  to  accumulate  on  the  higher  ground  and  drain  into  the 
foundations  of  the  broken  down  buildings.  Better  attention  is  needed  both  on  the 
part  of  the  owner  and  tenant  to  improve  this  place. 

Mr.  Hanson’s  Cow-Byre  is  in  excellent  order. 

Mr.  Jackson’s  Byre  is  in  fair  condition,  but  old. 

Town’s  End  Farm.— The  Cow-byre  is  badly  lighted.  If  the  buildings  had 
proper  spoutings  put  up  the  fold  yard  would  not  become  so  offensive. 

Thorntree  Farm.— New  spoutings  would  also  improve  this  farmstead. 


Brambles  Farm. — The  buildings  are  rapidly  been  wasted  for  the  want  of  a 
little  repairing  and  spoutings. 

Cold  Knuckles  Farm  is  in  the  same  condition  as  last  year,  and  therefore 
can  be  considered  one  of  the  worst  farmsteads  in  the  District. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

These  have  been  regularly  visited,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  inspected 
by  the  Surveyor  and  myself. 

They  consist  of  13  factories,  19  workshops,  and  9  retail  bakehouses. 

The  factories  (with  mechanical  power)  carry  on  the  following  businesses  : — 

5  Iron,  Steel  and  Engineering  Works. 

4  Joinery  and  SawT  Mills. 

2  Brickmaking. 

1  Gas  Works. 

1  Printer. 

The  workshops  consist  of  the  following  : — 

6  Boot  Repairers. 

6  Dressmakers. 

2  Milliners. 

3  Joiners. 

2  Blacksmiths. 

All  have  at  least  250  c.  feet  of  air  space  for  each  worker,  and  are  well 
ventilated,  with  perhaps  the  exception  of  some  of  the  dressmaking  establishments, 
whi;h  are  in  private  houses,  and  consequently  the  ventilation  varies  with  the  habits 
and  inclination  of  the  workers. 

In  connection  with  dressmaking  I  found  2  workshops  used  as  sleeping 
apartments  at  night.  This  practice  was  ordered  to  cease. 

The  workshops  were  all  kept  in  a  cleanly  condition,  their  sanitary  condition 
satisfactory,  and  no  infectious  disease  reported  thereon.

UNSOUND  MEAT. 


This  has  received  the  same  strict  attention  as  heretofore.  One  case  came 
under  my  notice  where  I  had  cause  to  suspect  that  an  unsound  beast  had  been 
slaughtered.  The  owner  removed  the  carcase,  which  I  traced  to  a  knacker’s  yard 
outside  the  District  and  notified  the  same  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  authority. 
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FIRE  BRIGADE. 

This  continues  satisfactory.  Owing-  to  the  extension  of  the  District  it  has 

been  necessary  to  appoint  two  additional  Firemen.  There  have  been  no  fires  during 
the  year. 

DISINFECTING. 

Al!  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  have  been  disinfected  on  the  orders  of  the 

various  Medical  Men.  The  Public  Schools  have  been  thoroughly  disinfected  several 
times  during-  the  year. 


SEWERAGE. 

The  Sewers  have  been  regularly  flushed.  The  means  is  still  somewhat 
primitive 

PUBLIC  AND  PRIVATE  IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  Council,  with  others,  have  carried  out  the  following  improvements,  viz  : _ 

I  he  Sewering  ol  the  Eastern  part  of  the  Pennyman  Ormesby  Road  Estate, 

viz. Henry,  White,  Stainton  and  McCreton  Streets  and  part  of  East  side  of 
Ormesby  Road. 

The  Sewering  and  making  of  the  following  Streets,  Front  and  Back,  viz.  : _ 

Oak,  Maple,  Elm,  and  Pine  Streets,  and  North  Side  of  Ormesby  and 
South  Bank  Road  on  The  Cargo  Fleet  Iron  Company’s  Building  Estate. 

Sewering  North  of  portion  of  Thornton  Street  ;  East  of  Maltby  ;  West  and 
East  of  Hovingham  ;  East  of  Peaton  ;  Edward  ;  North  of  Edward  and  West  of 
Frederick  Streets.  I  he  re-making  of  Esk,  Stephenson,  James  and  Charles  Streets  ; 
raising  the  levels  of  and  re-making  Langbaurgh  Footpath  and  Carriageway  ; 
relaying  Footpath  North  of  James  and  South  of  Charles  Streets  ;  Nunthorpe  Foot¬ 
path  ;  recovering,  repairing  and  rolling  of  Main  Roads  (annual)  ;  lighting 
Langbaurgh  Place  Urinal  ;  altering  Smeaton  Street  Urinal  ;  fixing  26  New  Lamps 
m  new  part  of  Town  ;  fixing  Name  Plates  for  36  New  Streets  ;  New  Manholes 
bottom  of  Pennyman  and  Nelson  Back  Streets  ;  Hymer  and  Pennyman  Back  Streets, 
and  Nelson  and  Pennyman  Back  Streets  (central)  ;  Surface  Water  Gully  in  Morris 

Street  (back)  ;  General  Overhauling  of  the  Paving  of  Back  Streets  ;  building  of 
Asphalt  Furnace. 


INSPECTIONS. 


The  following-  complaints  have  been  made  of  the  existence  of  Special 
Nuisances  since  last  Report,  viz  :  — 

1.  — The  cutting  of  Mr.  Mosman’s  Scullery  Drain  off  by  The  d  ees  Valley 
Water  Board. 

2.  — Mr.  Swale's  complaint  re  alleged  inefficient  scavenging. 

3.  — Nuisance  behind  Mr.  Lamyman’s  property  in  Morris  Street. 

4.  -Alleged  Nuisance  behind  The  Colonial  Meat  Company’s  premises  in 
Smeaton  Street. 

5.  — The  throwing  of  vegetable  refuse  into  the  Back  Streets. 

6.  — Alleged  flooding  of  Mrs.  Thorrold’s  (“The  Trove”)  Cellar  with  Sewage. 

Re  No  1.-— I  communicated  with  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board,  and  required 
them  to  put  a  new  drain  in. 

Re  No.  2. — So  far  as  I  could  ascertain  this  was  caused  by  an  undue  quantity 
of  liquid  in  the  Sanitary  Pans.  There  has  been  no  further  complaint. 

Re  No.  3. — The  causes  of  this  were  : — structural  defects  ;  wrong  levels  of  the 
Back  Street  ;  and  filthiness  on  the  part  of  some  person  or  persons  unknown.  The 
first  was  remedied  by  the  owner  ;  the  second  by  the  Council  putting  a  Service 
Water  Grate  in  ;  and  the  third  has  not  been  repeated. 

Re  No  4. — This  was  caused  by  the  sunken  state  of  the  Back  Street  Channel 
not  allowing  the  surface  water  to  get  away  ;  I  had  the  Channel  raised. 

Re  No.  5.  —  1  interviewed  those  whom  1  had  reason  to  believe  were  the  cause 
and  with  good  results. 

Re  No.  6.  —  I  was  instructed  by  the  Council  to  inspect,  ascertain  and  it 
possible  remedy  the  cause  of  complaint.  I  inspected  and  reported  at  length  to  the 
Council,  who  appointed  an  “expert”  to  report  further.  The  expert’s  report 
confirms  mine. 

SCAVENGING. 

This  continues  to  be  done  by  the  Council’s  workmen  in  a  tairly  satisfactory 
manner.  The  growing  state  of  the  District  may  necessitate  the  adoption  of  a 
different  method  of  Scavenging  to  that  in  vogue 
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BUILDING.
